gurdens of paradise, 

The magnificent Almamoun scattered 
his tnestimable wealth in the greatest 
contrast with the abstemlousuess and 
frugality of the mighty Omar, and the 
Haroun-al-Rasehid of Bagdad Is vastly 
different from the Akbah, whose fa 
natic advance only the heaving waves 
of the Atlantic were able to hinder, 

The Caliph Abulfeda bad succeeded 
his father, whose desire to gather the 
gold of the then known world toto 
Bagdad without expending it for any 
purpose bad put the youthful prince 
to many disadvantages aud fostered 
in him the desire to do otherwise when 
he would succeed to the mantle of the 
propbet. Therefore when his own sons 
were choosing their ends or pleasures 
the Caliph Abulfeda was always ready 
to forward or Indulge them.

flarvard, however, who has spent a 
large part of the last fen years in 
studying the remarkable fains of the 
prehistoric Maya city of Copan, in Hon- 
duras, and who has given particular at- 
tention to the methods of the ancient 
sculptors, has brought forward a num- 
ber of facts which seem to throw light 
upon a question that has long inter: 
ested the archeologist. 

In bis recent -report on the great 
hieroglyphic stairway, which is one of 
the chief features of Copan, Mr. Gor- 
don points out that, contrary to the 
methods of much of our modern work, 
it is probabie that the elaborate carv- 
ing of the stairway was done not be- 
fore, but after the various blocks of 
stone had been set in place. In illus- 
tration Mr, Gordon cites the careful 
way In which a piece of carving oc- 
cupying two or more blocks of stone is 
fitted together, often with a skill which 
would do credit to the most up to date 
stonecutters, 

The hieroglyphic stairway takes its 
name from a series of “glyphs,” or pic- 
ture writings. which run all the way 
ulong the face of the steps. Here, Mr. 
Gordon notes, the carving Js very per- 
fect and regular until one reaches the 
ends of the stairs, where the balus- 
trades apparently interfered with the 
freedom of the workmen, and the carv- 
ing. therefore, is distinetly Inferior, a 
fact which apparently proves Mr. Gor- 
don's contention conclusively, since if 
the glyphs had been cut before the 
steps were Inid no such irregularity 
would be noticenble, 

‘The stone used at Copan fs a variety 
of trachyte and was brought from the 
hills surrounding the valley in which 
the city of Copan was built. It is a 
rather soft material and corresponding- 
ly easy to carve, but weathers easily. 
The Mayan sculptor, however, got over 
this difficulty by covering bis carvings 
with a layer of stucco, which could be 
more perfectly modeled when soft and 
which soon bardened into a surface 
which was afterward richly colored in 
accordance with the character of the 
design. 


A FAMOUS PAINTING. 


One Figure In a Japanese Picture 
Visible Only at Night. 

Some of the finest Japanese paint- 
ings in Washington are in the legation 
building of that nation, the Japanese 
embassador being a collector and conr 
noisseur of the art of his native land, 
The Japanese style of painting is alta- 
gether unlike that of Europe and 
America, and the reason Japanese 
yainters are able to produce color ef- 
ects that are the despair of Euro 
peun and American artists is owing to 
the pigments they use, a large number 
of which are secret and unknown out 


| side of Japan. 


In Japan there {s a very famoug 
painting which no amount of -money 
could buy and which is the master- 
piece of a famous artist who lived 
several centuries ago. Viewing the 
painting in the daytime, one Is disap- 
pointed. It shows nothing more thay 
a very commonplace landscape, unre- 
lieved by mountains or hills, As soon, 
lLowever, as night falls one begins to 
realize the peculiar merit of the pic- 
ture, for upon the canvas there ap- 
pears a luminous water buffalo (carj- 
bou) browsing upon the grass at its 
feet. 

The artist who painted this picture 
discovered a certain phosphorescent 
paint, which he obtained from the bod- 
ies of certain mollusks, or fish, and 
with which be painted the buffalo that, 
invisible in daylight, Is luminously 
brilllant In the dark, The secret of 
making this paint died with the artist, 
The picture, which bangs in a Bud- 
dhist temple, has proved a fertile source 
of superstition, the priests claiming that 


behind some trees in the picture dure 
ing the heat of the day, coming out at 
hight to graze,

London Spectator Makes Some Running 
Comments on Chamberlain's Speech. 


“We look to you,” said Mr. Cham 
berlain, ‘‘the young nations, the 
heirs of tho future, to appreciate our 
position, to approve our policy, te 
give us your help, to enable us to 
meet the taunts of our enemies with 
the cheers of our children.’ ‘There 
is but one attitude which Britain can 
adopt to these ‘‘sons of her house- 
hold.” Long ago, before we under- 
stood the true theory of English col- 
onization, we talked of ‘‘dependen- 
¢ies’'tand ‘‘plantations,”’ and tried to 
force young countries into the strait- 
clothes of imported constitutional 
forms. We were nervous about 
thing which might impair their close 
relationship with ourselves, not see- 
ing that a perpetual state of pupil- 


age is not the best mode to secure a | 


child’s well-being or nffoction. In 
those days we regarded the colonies 
from our point of view; now, when 
our eyes ars open, we can look at 
them from their own. Much false 
rhetoric and foolish sentiment have 
been expended on this newly discov- 
ered colonial kinship, but no inan- 
ities can quite obscure the real gran- 


deur of the concejtion at the back of | 


all the drums and cheering. Our 
colonial policy is simple; we do not 
wish to impose any scheme of federa- 
tion, any ready-made links of con- 
nection; we wish only to see each 
colony'prosper, for in the furtherance 


of its prosperity we see-the surest |

promise of union. 
who seeks the well-being of his child 
does not ask him to remain always 
at home, or to follow the same pro- 
fession, or to imitate him slavishly 
in dress and conduct.

had coerced him into his own ways. | 


When Canadian federation was first 
proposed, it was currently supposed 
that this new freedom would mean 
the loosening of the old bonds. It 
meant really the opposite, for no 
bonds are so weak as the artificially 
imposed, and none so strong as those 
naturally ond spontaneously created 
by an independent people. Hence, 
much as we desire to see the colonies 
sharing directly with us the consid- 
eration and execution of Imperial 
measures, we would wait patiently 
till of their own accord they make 
the offer. The bonds must be self- 
made, the sacrifices undertaken of 
their own freo wil!. The vital inter- 
est for us is the success of theze 
young nations, for in them the whole 
ideal of British policy is on its trial. 
Complete local freedom, combined 
with a ready loyalty to the Empire— 
if this ideal fs realized it will be the 
greatest of our contributions to the 
political history of the world. 

We are gind to notice that in Can- 
ada there is a strong feeling in favor 
of the recognition of certain defirite 
Imperial responsibilities. We would 
be gled to see a strong Canadian rq- 


serve for defensive purposes, a Canag- | 


dian navy to protect her shores, and 
Canadian representatives, in Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier’s word, ‘‘called to our 
counsels.’"’ Such a result would be 
the logical consequence of her grow- 


ing prosperity and her sense of stat-| 


us ag a nation. It would add to her 
own prestige, acd ot the samo time 
it would lighten to some extent the 
burden upon Britain. It would mean 
an increased community of interest 
between the young country and the 
old, and dt would add to the security 
of both.
